This instrument 
must then be signed by 25% of 
the voters who voted in the last 
election, in this case 25% of 
425.

The weight limitation by sur- 
face mail is. usually 70 pounds, 
but because of some limitations 
the local post office should be 
consulted. By airmail parcels 
must not weigh over two pounds 
and 30 inches is the maximum 
length and girth measurements, 
said Farnall. 

Parcels should be securely 
packed in boxes of strong con- 
struction, securely wrapped in 
strong brown paper and well 
tied with strong cord — not 
string nor ribbon. Addresses 
should be legible and complete 
and should be prepared by type- 
writer or ink. 

The domestic rate of postage 
applies. Some ‘APO's require a 
customs declaration. For this 
and prohibitions to certain 
areas the local post office 
should be consulted, Farnall 
stated.

Some of you can remember when the Smithsonian Institute, 
in the winter of 1933-34 had a couple of hundred W.P.A. laborers, 
armed with tiny wooden mustard-jar spoons, digging into the 
mounds on the western edge of Belle Glade. They never did 
finish the job (you know how W.P.A.'ers worked), but what they 
discovered gives us a pretty clear picture of how the first set- 
tlers of Belle Glade lived, as well as providing a revealing 
glimpse into the geologic history of this patt of the Everglades. 
Also we are inclined to marvel at the titanic amount of labor 
involved in the construction of these mounds. The long haired 
scientists can’t seem to quite agree whether these mounds were 
begun 2000 or only 1000 years ago, but at any rate, they seem 
to have been there quite a spell. 

There are two mounds situated near the forks of the now 
obliterated Democrat River, and on opposite sides of its south 
branch, specifically, at Avenue D west ef 16th Street. The 
larger, called the Shell, or Habitation Mound, is now crowned 
Ly modern dwellings. The Sand, or Burial Mound lies 100 yards 
southwest of it in the midst of a well sodded pasture, its north- 
ern edge bordered by a grove of tall bamboo, 

Recent years of cultivation and erosion have reduced the 
heights of both mounds. The Shell and Sand Mounds are. now 
respectively about 7 and 4!2 feet about the surrounding land 
-During the hurricane of 1928 the water level in Joe Cherry’: 
house, nearby, as measured later by instrument, found to 
have been 11.3 feet. Yet during that same night some twenty 
people, including Joe's sister"and her husband. had been maroon- 
ed on the Shell Mound and reported that the lake waters had 
never reached its top.

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The Shell Mound, on which prehistoric people had lived 
continuously from the time of its beginning, is nothing but a 
glorified garbage dump. It is composed of the shells and animal 
bones remaining from their meals, as well as broken kitchen 
pots, tools and household furniture. Archeologists call it a 

“midden” and from it cam tell you how these aborigines ate, 
lived and worked. 

As this shell heap measures 100 by 150 yards in extent and 
15 feet in thickness, it must represent a vrodigious number of 
meals. Toward the south end of this mound (where Walter 
Bamford's house stands), originally there had been an elevation 
two or three feet higher than the rest. The long haired boys 
presume it was the platform for some kind of structure, but 
then, of course, it might have been the home of the family 
the biggest appetite. Remains of many house posts, rectangu- 
larly placed, indicate that this mound was no temporary camp- 
ing place. 

Except for some evolution in the design of pottery, the 
degree of culture of these people changed but little during all 
these centuries until the coming of the Spaniards, soon after 
which time the mounds appear to have been abandoned. This 
Shell Mound seems to be about the same construction from 
bottom to top, but the Burial Mound was actually several mounds, 
one above another. First was a mound of shells, then the Old 
Muck Mound, on top of which was the First Sand Mound, then 
the Final Sand Mound which now protrudes above the ground. 

The Burial Mound, itself, began as a midden, or habitation 
level, composed of broken periwinkle shells, and starting, ap- 
parently, on bed rock. Although, at the time of the excavations, 
this level was partly submerged, yet the majority of tools and 
| artifacts in this mound were found in this strata, which would 
indicate that a couple of thousand years ago, this bed rock was 
dry land, at least during part of the year. 

Later, this location was used for burials. It would seem 
that even at this later period the soil was not deep enough for 
interments, so muck was carried in to cover the dead. In time 
it became the Old Muck Mound, which was 80 or 90 feet in 
diameter. We don't know how high, for the enormous weight 
of sand later heaped upon it had compacted it into a rubbery 
mass about four feet in thickness and literally chock-full of 
bones, all in disorder but in a good state of preservation. ` 

On top of this mound and on the side facing Democrat River 
end the midden mound, a rather remarkable plaza was un- 
covered. It had been constructed of flat limestone tiles of ir- 
regular sizes and shapes, fitted together to form a pavement. 
The archeologists were unable to explain its purpose, though 
we incline to the belief that those redskins might have used it 
for their Saturday night square dances. 
ntually, the Indians decided to use sand instead of muck 
r burials, and the Muck Mound. became completely en- 
ped in sand. Durin the period between the beginnings of 
these mounds and the time they were abandoned, *he surround- 
ing water level rose and remained high. The resulting accumula- 
tion of decaying. vegetation became the 10 or 12 foot deposit of 
muck which now covers this territory. 

In the process, it enveloped the bases of both mounds. What 
is visible, then, instead of being sand or shell deposited on muck, 
is really the tops of these mounds protruding through the muck. 
While this land-building process was going on, the Sand Mound 
was partially destroyed by several successive floodings which 
washed down and spread out the sand for a considerable dis- 
tance. It was in this water-washed sand that many of the 
carved wooden ceremonial objects as well as human bones were 
found. 

There seems to have been one period when the Shell Mound 
must have become overpopulated, for we find that people also 
lived for a time on the Old Sand Mound. We presume some 
enterprising breech-clouted realtor staked out choice waterfront 
lots in his new Cemetery Heights Subdivision and sold them for 
40 conch shells down and a basket of clams every new moon 

At rate, the new location was not populag, what with 
housewives finding skeletons in every closet, so it reverted again 
to a burial ground. New interments required more sand, and 
the Final Sand Mound was erected at about the center of the 
First. With thjs new mound added to the other, the Old Muck 
Mound was eventually covered with sand to a depth of 20 feet. 
Where all this sand came from is to us a mystery, for the near- 
est sand known was the beach at Bacom's Point, seven miles 
away. 

Imagine the stupendous amount of labor involved in scooping 
up buckets of sand and transporting them in canoes across the 
lake until the heap would have covered a city block and reached 
to the roof of a two story building Presumably. they had no 
Hour Law in those days. Despite this stupendous accumu- 
lation, there seemed never to be enough. Old interments wére 
disturbed in making new burials, so that most of the bones were 
scattered and broken and complete skeletons quite rare. Such as 
were discovered were found to have been placed in extended 
| position on their backs. 


i By examining the fragments scattered through the habita- 
| 


tion mound, we may learn considerable of the lives of these 
primitive people. Their food appeared to have been mostly 


jshellfish and game. Pottery, rather crude, was used at all 
| periods, and is classed as Belle Glade Plain, Okeechobee and 
Í Biscayne types. Although most vessels were not ornamented, 


| some of the later ones bore designs insized in curves or stamped 
in checked patte 

Pottery pendants and smoking pipes were also discovered. 
Conch shells served many purposes. By drilling a hole through 
the side and inserting a handle, it became an adz, a pick or a 
hoe. By removing the central columella, it was a handy cup 
or dipper. The columella, itself was useful as a chisel, a ham- 
mer or an awl. Shark and porpoise teeth were used in smooth- 
ing and engraving articles of wood, of which many skillfully 
shaped and carved objects were found. 

These included ornamental plaques, lifelike figures of ani- 
als, birds and men. One of the latter, 12 inches in height, 
represented a man standing with folded arms, a hair-knot on 
the back of his head. Many slender pins of bone, five to ten 
inches in length once adorned such topknots. There was also 
a low four-legged stool and à board used in making fire with a 
rotating drill.

cluded smoothing: bones, 


sinkers, tubes and bars, as well as projectile points, Some of 
these flint arrowheads had apparently originated in the Tampa 
area. One grisly relic was a bowl fashioned from a human skull. 


These ancient people must have been great traders judging 
from interesting objects found in the topmost layers, which in- 
dicated that plunder from Spanish galleons wrecked on the Keys 
had-eventually. reached Lake Okeechobee.
